Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 and 19-21 are allowed. 

2. Regarding claims 1-17, a fuel cell casing with one supported side, inside an 
insulated package, with the support having one passage hole for supplying the fuel to 
the reactors and at least one second passage hole for draining generated hydrogen 
from the reactors cold not be found in the prior art. 

Regarding claims 19-21, The specific order of reactors in the stack, with a heat 
insulator holding the stack away from the insulating package could not be found in the 
prior art.
